The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the follow ing reasons: 

Inventions 1 and II are unrelated. (mentions are unrelated if it can be shown that lhe\ are 
not disclosed as capable of use together and the\ ha\e different modes of operation, difterent 
functions, or different effects (MP1 T 5 S06.04. M1MT $ SOS. 01 ). In the instant case the different 
inventions have different functions and are not disclosed as capable of being used together. In 
the instant case, invention I is a polypeptide whose function is the insertion of transposable 
elements, w hereas the function of the transposable element of invention 11 is to encode a 
polypeptide, furthermore, the transposable element iDNAi is structurally distinct from the 
poh peptide \lso. the protein of group I is not required lor producing the transposon ol Croup 
II which can be produced s> ntheticaib (e.g.. 1VR amplification!. I inalh . the transposon of 
Croup II is not required for producing the protein of Croup I. which can be encoded b> a cDNA. 
Because the unentions ha\e diiVerenl functions, they arc considered patentable distinct. 
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Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons ei\ cn abo\e and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown b\ their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. Additionally these inventions require non-patent literature 
searches that are not co-extensi\e. Hence, searching both inventions would be burdensome. 
Therefore, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
